will be counted and the legality 
of rejected ballots cast at other 
precincts passed upon. 

As yesterday was the last day 
in which an appeal can be taken 
to the Circuit Court it was agreed 
by both sides that the party who 
was not satisfied with the decision 
of the board should have the right 
to appeal the case to the Circuit 
Court, and no objection was to be 
made as to time by the other side. 

So at last there seems to be 
light ahead and a probability that 
the people will learn who was 
■elected in November to take 
charge of city affairs.

DRAWING. 

The value of drawing as a 
means of mental discipline is not 
inferior to that of any of the 
studies at present included in the 
curriculum of the public schools. 
It iB, therefore, not only because of 
its economic value to the pupil 
that this study has a right to be 
taught in our schools Its value 
as a means of developing and 
training of the mental faculties is 
well established. A series of les- 
sons based on geometric forms 
and perspective has claims as 
an educational factor which may 
not be repudiated. The value of 
geometry as a means of mental 
culture is established. To bring 
these methods and truths of geom- 
etry down to the youngest pupils 
who may not have the opportunity 
to learn them elsewhere is a com- 
mendable act. 

Drawing possesses the power to 
excite the interest and to arouse 
the attention of a child and is 
therefore educational in a high 
degree. Interest in any worthy 
matter and concentration of 
thought upon any worthy object 
or idea are essential elements in 
the progress of any individual 
young or old. Drawing places re- 
sults before the child which he 
has himself produced. His crea 
tive instinct is satisfied in a degree 
by these results, and this encour- 
ages him to renewed effort. The 
realization that something has been 
attempted, something done, even 
though the product be rude is ed- 
ucative in its influence. The 
natural creation instinct of the 
child is well worth cultivating. 
This is a leading feature of kinder 
garden and of manual work. The 
occupations of these departments 
gratify the desires of the pupils to 
produce with their own hands and 
the same gratification comes to 
the pupils even in his first lessons 
in drawing. 

We must not expect artistic 
skill to be exhibited by children. 
Artistic skill is the result of ex- 
tended observation, wide experi • I 
ence, matured judgment and 
lengthened practice. 

Crude material results are char- 
acteristic of early efforts. The 
true test of success is the awaken- 
ing of interest in the mind of the 
child of about the forms and 
nature of the objects he sets 
around him, and the desire to ex- 
press that interest by means of a 
drawing. Thus may drawing be 
made a means of helping to make 
clear many facts found in the text 
books which the children use, by 
illustrating them graphically on 
the blackboard or slate or upon 
p .per. 

In the pupil's attempt to repre- 
sent an object by drawing it he 
meets difficulties wliich will stimu- 
late him to observe the object more 
closely whfti next he sees it. This 
memory then is engaged to retain 
the form until he reproduces it 
with his pencil. He then com- 
pares and contrast!! his production 
with his ideal and also with the 
object itself, exercising other val- 
uable mental powers, voluntarily 
and profitably. 

It is this mental result for which 
the true teacher will strive in pre- 
ference to the artistic result, if 
choice is to be made between the 
two. It is a serious educational 
mistake to expect uniform results 
from a class of pupils. Uniformi- 
ty of thought aud action is hnrdly 
found among adults, who vary 
materially in religious, in political 
and in social matters- We must 
not expect great improvement to 
occur very suddenly, for a gradual 
and slow growth, in which is 
assimilated the nourishment sup- 
plied makes better and safer pro- 
gress. Make the children interest- 
ed in their work and they will be 
pleased to respond with their best 
efforts.

The Case Went Over. 

The special term of the Circuit 
Court, which was called for the 
purpose of hearing the injunction 
cases growing out of the recent 
city election, met in this city on 
Monday afternoon, with Judge 
James E. Cantrill presiding. The 
matter was taken up as 6oon as 
the court was opened and Mr. 
Jas. A. Violett, of counsel for the 
Democratic claimants, made a 
lengthy statement of the case and 
and concluded by moving the 
court to dissolve the injunction 
gotten out by the Republican 
claimants. Judge Holt, counsel 
for the Republicans, at this point 
raised the objection that the order 
calling the special term was not 
in accordance with law, in that 
the order posted was not signed 
by the Judge but by the clerk, 
but said he would not press the 
objection unless the 'other &ide 
would agree to go into a trial of i 
the contested election case upon 
its merits. To this the counsel on 
the other side would not agree 
and the court sustained Judge 
Holt's objection, which threw the 
case over until the next regular 
term of court, which meets on the 
first Monday in January. The 
court then adjourned. 

Considerably Scorched.

Branch, two miles from this city, 
on the Louisville pike, came near 
being destroyed by fire Monday 
morning. Just after the fire was 
made in the kitchen stove, a 
safe standing some distance from 
the stove took fire and was in a 
bright blaze when discovered by 
Mr. Branch. A basket filled with 
silk-weed bolls was sitting near the 
safe and a spark from the fire must 
have popped into it, setting fire to 
the silky lint of the bolls and firing 
the safe.

For Important Iron for the 
Bridge. 

It seems that in shipping 
the iron for the new bridge 
from Cleveland no regard was 
paid to getting those membei 
which would be used first on the 
ground the earliest. In fact, just 
the opposite course was observed, 
as the first cars which came con 
tained the handrailing for the side 
walk, just about the last thing to be 
put up. Two weeks ago the bridge 
was closed for travel for pedes- 
trians and there was a great bustle 
and hurry among the workmen to 
get up the traveler, and it was 
given out that the iron was coming 
right along, the bridge was to go up 
like magic, and people inclined to 
wager money were advised to bet on 
the bridge being done by the 20th 
ot January. But now, when the 
traveler is about read)-, it is dis- 
covered that the irons for the top 
chords of the bridge, the most im- 
portant members.have not arrived, 
and no one knows when they will 
get here. A number of workmen 
were laid off yesterday and there's 
no telling when they will be put 
to work again. With the proba 
bility of a hard winter ahead of 
us, during which but little out- 
door work can be dune, especially 
if the coming January proves to 
be an> thing like the last one, this 
is exasperating. It is no fault ot 
the Construction Company, who 
are to put up the bridge, that this 
state of affairs exists, but of the 
King Bridge Company, which has 
been taking its own time in every- 
thing, ^he only prompt action 
upon its part since it obtained the 
contract being to demand the pay- 
ment of an estimate when due. 
And about the only good result- 
ing to the city from the muddle 
in the City Council affair has been 
to tie up matters so that the city's 
portion of the estimates cannot be 
paid to these people who pay 
so little regard to their con 
tract or the wishes of this com 
munity. But having drawn half 
their money, the company has 
foul, and the only thing we can 
do is to await their pleasure and — 
kick. v
